As there is not now a mili- 
tary lund applicable lo the purpose, ihe attendance 
must n*-cessaril- be limited lo those Companies whose 
members ure willing to defray Ibefrown expenses, both 
for transportation und subsistence. 

ll is proposed lo hold the first encampment in the 
vicinity of Louisville, beginning about thu lHth of July, 
and continuing from four to six days. I ho Captains of 
Companies who receive thiscirculur will report, us soon 
as practicable, whether or not iheirCoinDauies are will 
ing lo attend on the conditions moutiouvd; and f they 
can be present, they will report, as uearly as posslblo, 
Uienumoer of members who will certainly attend; spe- 
cll-ing the number ol ofllcers. non-commissioned olB 
cers, and privates. U is important to have this infor- 
mal. on immediately at Headquarters. It not received 
very early iu July, it will probab>> be too late to make 
the necessary preparations to receive Ihem in camp. 

Measures have been tuken, which, it Is hoped, will re- 
sult in procuring tents in sufficient numbers to supph 
the wants of the Companies which aru not provided with 
camp equipago of their own; but those Companies 
which attend the encampment mu»t expect to provide 
themselves with every other uecessar>. Arrangements 
can probably be mada for them in Louisville, whereby 
tbe Companies can be subsisted at a small ekpense to 
the members.

ILjTThe Baltimore Convention had done noth 
ing up to Wednesday evening The committee 
on Credentials were uot ready to report when the 
Convention met in the afternoon of that day .

Yesterday afternoon, Mr. Pugh and Mr Barry, 
of Mississippi, had an interview, in which the 
Ohio Senator said if the New York delegation 
should give the casting vote for the uncondition .road 
al admission, then the Northwest will secede. 
On the oilier hand, he said in behalf of himself 
and friends he would uke no pledge. Il was 
iheu agreed on all hands that the rupture can 
not be bealed and al I hopes of harmony are al 
an end. 

The Keystone Club, who are on here from 
Philadelphia iu t.chult of Douglas, had another 
fracas ibis morning with some of ihe Baltimore 
men. 

There was unother low before the Committee 
on Credentials among the Delaware delegates, 
ol whom .Mr. Whiieier was one. 

Mr. Stevens, of Massachusetts, was instructed 
by his delegation to vote lor the admission ol 
the seceding delegates, but refused. 

The Committee on Credentials voted 15 to 10 
in every case. 

It is now certain that there will be another 
break iu the Convention on ihe admission of the 
Douglas delegates from Louisiana The follow- 
ing aie said lo be pledged to go out: Twenty 
two from Virginia, two from North Carolina, 

three from Tennessee, ten from Pennsylvania, 

under the lead of Senator Bigler, eight from 
Massachusetts, including Hon. Caleb Cashing, 
and teu Irom New York. There will probably 
bu no secession from Kentucky or Maryland. 

Messrs. Avery, of North Carolina, Saulsbury, 
ot Delaware, mil other Southern delegates 
waited upon Mr. Dean Richmond, Chairman ol 
the New York delegation, to day, with a propo 
-iiion to admit all the seceding delegates, with 
the understanding thai no candidate be nomina- 
ted who was voted for at Charleston This 
would include Douglas, Hunter, Dickinson, Lane, 
and Guthrie. Il was not probable that the 
proposition would be accepted. 

There is no foundation for the report that the 
Douglas delegates h o a made any threats of 
withdrawal from ihe Convention uuder any cir 
cumstanees.

ADJUTANT GENERAL S ORDERS. 

Adjutant Ukkkrai/s Ornic, i 
Frankfort. April i:, ihw. > 
l>Y direction of the Governor of the State, theaUen- 
D lion of ifie proper civil officers is called lo the fol- 
lowing provisions of the new Military Law, which re- 
late to the enrollment of the whole body of the MilHin 
viz: 

AKTirl.tt II. 

1. 1 he Enrolled Militia shall coualsl of all able- 
bodied white male persons between the ages of eighteen 
aud lorty-Uve years, who may bo citizens or residents of 
the Stale, except persons ftho have Wived not less than 
Ave years in the army or navy ul the United States, per- 
sons who may be active membersof the Volunteer Mil- 
itia, and persons already exempt from military mitIm 
by the laws of Ihe United Slates oi ol this Mate . 

4. H shall be the duty of ihe assessors to pr< par.- 
a list annually of all persons liable lo be enrolled liv- 
ing within the respective limits; aud they SuatI annual 
ly make out a roll or list of alt such names, and place it, 
before the first day of June, iu ihe hands of tho clerk 
of Ihe county court of the county in which such person* 
live; and it shall be the duty of every such clerk, uu 
mediately lhereafler,to record said roll or list of names, 
in a book lo bo provided for thai purpose, iu the HBO 
manner as other books of record ure provided; an i 
Biich record shall be deemed a sufficent notification to 
all persons whose names are thus rt corded, that tfcaf 
have been enrolled in Ihe Militia. 

4. That il shall bo the du-y of tho clerk of cvor> 
county court lo transmit to the Adjutant General of the 
State, prior to ine tiroi da> of September in every year, 
an annual return, slating the number ol tiie Militia of 
such couuty that have been enrolled. 

**$ 5. I hut lor the services required by this act, of the 
aaeOaaorUMl county court clerk, there shall be allowed 
to each of those officers the sum of one ceut for each 
name relumed by the a«ses^ora d enrolled by the clerk. 

(i. All count) clerks, assessors, sherills, or other 
civil officers upou whom are devolved the discharge of 
specific duties uuuer this act, who shall neglecior re. 
fuse to obey the provisions oi tbe law herein siifflllod 
shall forfeit aud pay not more than five hundred nor less 
than tweniy dollars lor each and every olleuse, lo be 
recovered in any courl of competent jurisdiction* for 
the use of Ihe Commonwealth. 

?. For the purpose ol organizing the Enrolled Mi 
lilia, each county shall be considered a regimental di*. 
trict; and all existing rniliLiry dinlricts aud offices there 
in are hereby abolished. 

e*. Al the first annual election held after th" pas- 
sage of this act. a Colonel and Lieutenant Colonel shall 
be elected by the persons in each regimental district 
subject to enrollment, iu ihe same mumicr, und at the 
■MOO tune and places, und under the same lortns, that 
civil officers are chosen al said election; and the result 
of the election (or such » olonel und i.ieuienant Colonel 
shall be certified b> tbe board ol examiners lo ine Ad- 
jutant General of tho Mate; and in the OTent Of a vu- 
• uncy occurring or existing in either of said offices, it 
•hail oe filled iu ihe same maimer as is above provided, 
atthu next ensuing annual election; but tbe command 
er lu-rhief shall tinve autlioiity to order a special ate*- 
lion to fill such vacancy.* 1 

The objects of the above section* of the law are. first- 
ly, to obuiu a lull enrollment of the entire Miliiia of 
ihe State, with a view ol enabling the Adjutant Geuerul 
to make a complete return lo the general government, 
as a basis on which to draw our full quota of arm?; and, 
secondly to provide, by the election oi proper omcers 
in ever) county, for a complete organization of the Eu- 
ro! led Militia into companies, batlalhons aud regiment*. 
The assessors will use every mean* to make their lists 
us complete as possible, and the county clerks are do- 
sired to make Iheir returns to my office us soon as prac- 
ticable after enrollment The actual number ot per 
sons enrolled, and not the names, will be reporttd L»y 
the county clerks lo my office. 

Section \i ol Article IV makes it the > pedal. duty oi 
the Adjutant General to see that the ''olhces ol Colonel 
and Lieutenant Colonel In each regimental district shall 
be constant!) filled.'* In obedience to this Injunction, 
1 iht ref»» re cull the attention of tho proper civil officers 
to Section 8, Article 1 1, heroin quoted. A column will 
be opened In Ihe poll books at every place of voting in 
each county, at the next August election, to record the 
votes for the offices of Colonel und Lieiitcnaul Colonel 
lor the regimentul district; and Ihe board of examiners 
ant desired to report the result of such election as curly 
as practicable, ■■ii persons hi tho county liable -o be 
eurolled,und no others, Will be eulitled to vote tor tbo«e 
officers. 

As soon as tho Colonel is commissioned, instructions 
will be given for his guidance In ortmuizmg his regi-

Qua.termaster General's Orders. 

Quarter master Gkmcp.al'b Offh b, / 
Frankfort, April 18, ItHW. ] 

BY direction of Ihe Governor of the Slate, 1 hereby 
call the attention ol the commandants of existing 
military , organized under the old law, to Ihe following 
provisions of the new Military Law.io*wit: 

"$35. Within niuet) days alter the passage of thU 
act every' existing military company w hich has been tur 
uished with Male arms tdiall coutorm to the require 
merits of this act which relate to mustering new com 
panics into ihe state Guard; but it shall not oe an abso- 
lute requisite that such companies shall havcthe lull 
strength required for new companies, or that tbe mem- 
bersof such companies shall be eighteen years of age. 
The commanding officer underlhe present organization 
of such companies shall make out a statement of all 
arms, equipments, and public property in possession of 
the company and of it- members, und submit the same 
to the county judge, who, if he deem il expedient, shall 
indorse on su:d statement that it is with his sanction that 
said arms and equipments are held by said compait); 
alter which indorsement the arms and equipments so 
described shall be charged against such county in like 
manner as It they had been issued us provided iu cases 
of new companies mustered into the service under this 
act. Ihe statement of arms, thus indorsed, together 
with the commander's report of the sirenglh of the com- 
pany, shall be Irausuiilted to the inspector general, who 
shall cause the company to be mustered into the Stale 
Guard, and the election of officers lo take place In the 
same manneras is provided fora new company. 

26. should any existing company fail, within Iho 
required lime, to comply with the above prescribed con- 
ditions, it shall be considered as disbanded; and it shall 
be the duly of the county attorney, or tbe Common- 
wealth^ attorney for tbe districl in which such disband- 
ed company existed, on the representation of any offi 
cer of tbe Active Militia, to lake the necessary legal 
slops to obtain ihe restitution of the State arms and oth- 
er properly which had been issued for the use of such 
company. 

•'$*J7. After the expiration of ninety days from the 
passage of this act, no person who is not a member of 
the Active Militia, : hull retaiu or ha> e in his possession, 
at any lime, arms or military equipments belonging to 
the Mate, unless they have been properly issued lo such 
person in pursuance of law, and he shall be permitted 
by proper authority to retain the same in the discharge 
of a public duty; and no person, whether of the Active 
.Militia or not, shall use any public arms or equipments 
for his private use; under tho penalty, in either of tho 
above cases, of not less than five dollars for euch offense, 
lo be recovered before a justice of the peace on infor- 
mation by tbotcounty attorney; or in Ihe case of a mem- 
ber of ihe Active Militia, it maybe recovered by sen- 
tence of n court martial. 

**$38. Ko public arms or equipments of any kind 
shall horea'ier be issued to an) p« rson not members ol 
the Active Mlliua, except iu time of war. insurrection, 
or public danger so imminent that he commander in- 
chief shall consider thai the public fafei) requires him 
to mnkethc issue.*'
